Prompt Start Expected 

Under an earlier directive, 
the FBI has been making an 
all-out inquiry. The Presi- 
dential order directs that all 
evidence it has uncovered be 
1 turned over to the commission. 

In addition, the White House 
said the findings of a Texas 
'court of inquiry, ordered by 
Texas Attorney General Wag- 
goner Carr, will be made avail- 
able to the commission. 

The White House said the 
President had talked personally 
by telephone with each mem- 
ber of ^he commission before 
the announcement was made.

Forecast by Boggs 

Before the announcement 
was made, the Senate Judiciary 
Committee had said it would 
conduct an inquiry. But Sena- 
tor Eastland, Democrat of Mis- 
sissippi, who heads the com- 
mittee, said at his home in 
Mississippi he would not pursue 
the matter. 

The announcement was fore- 
cast by Representative Boggs 
after several House members 
demanded an investigation. 
Early in the day, Mr. Boggs 
told the House he was sure the 
President would name a com- 
mission to conduct the inves- 
tigation. 

What effect, if any, the spe- 
cial inquiry would have on the 
prospective trial of Jack Ru- 
binstein, alias Jack Ruby, the 
Dallas night club operator, was 
not indicated. 

Ruby already has been in- 
dicted on charges of killing Lee 
Harvey Oswald, the accused 
assassin, as he was about to be 
removed from the Dallas police 
headquarters to the jail there,
